My  time  has  been  too  incessantly  occupied 
to  allow  me  to  write  earlier. 

At  the  beginning  of  January,  I  left  my  Warrington 
Museum  work,  and  spent  my  time — (1 )  in  visiting  the  poor 
and  teaching  for  our  friend  Travers  Madge,  the  Home 
Missionary  who  lived  with  us  and  had  to  leave  through 
continued  ill  health ;  (2)  in  teaching  at  the  City  Road 
[Hulme]  and  Rusholme  Road  [Chorlton-upon-Medlock] 
Institutes  for  the  Unemployed  Operatives ;  (3)  on  Sundays 
at  Bowdon,  in  taking  the  place  of  the  Rev.  A.  Dewar,  also 
prevented  from  attending  to  his  Home  Mission  duties 
through  ill  health ;  and  (4)  in  prosecuting  my  natural 
history  researches  at  all  available  times. 

rinding  the  Eusholme  Road  Institute  in 
very  bad  order,  and  the  Committee  not  knowing  to  whom 
else  to  apply  for  aid,  I  accepted  their  request  to  become 
the  Honorary  Superintendent  for  three  months.  To  this 
Institute  I  now  devote  nearly  the  whole  of  my  time. 
There  are  about  200  men,  some  highly  respectable,  others 
among  the  worst  in  Manchester,  who  receive  two  meals 
a  day,  and  attend  school  four  hours.  Evening  recreation 
is  also  provided.  Every  man  in  the  township  who  re- 
ceives relief  from  the  Committee,  is  expected  to  attend  the 
school.  My  work  is  very  difficult  and  fatiguing  ;  but  is 
I  hope,  useful.  While  it  lasts,  I  shall  hardly  be  able  to 
write  other  than  short  business  letters. 

Any  assistance,  in  money  or  clothing,  that 
friends  choose  to  give  to  our  poor*  men,  I  shall  be  most 
happy  to  distribute  among  the  most  needy  and  deserving. 
It  appears  that  adults  are  not  to  receive  further  relief 
than  the  school-meals ;  and  that  the  Clothing  Com- 
mittee have  nearly  exhausted  their  funds  in  providing 
some  six  shillings  worth  to  those  who  have  worn  out 
their  whole  stock.  They  are  giving  wretched  felt  clogs, 
which  often  fall  to  pieces  after  a  few  days'  wear.  Money 
to  purchase  under-clothing  at  the  Sewing  Schools  would 
be  most  acceptable.
